Prosecution and Defense, Argue Motion for Change 


of Venue Monday Morning and Dover With- 


draws His Request at tbe Afternoon 


Session of Court. 


Judge E. M. Wickham at 2:30 this afternoon sen- 


tenced Art Dover, charged with first degree murder, to 
three years in the penitentiary, suspending the sentence 
during the pleasure of the court. This sentence was 
passed after the defendant withdrew his motion for a 
change of venue, which was argued this morning before 
the court, and entered a formal plea of guilty to the 
charge of manslaughter. 


Dover himself was almost overcome with emotion 


when the purport of the court's sentence dawned upon 
him. His wife and mother, after expressing their joy 
to their attorneys and had embraced the prisoner, shook 
Judge Wickham's hands warmly and- thanked him for 
his clemency. - 
— 


His attorneys, Messrs. J. R. Fitzgibbon and Edward 


Kibler, Sr., were both visibly effected by the emotion of 
their client and his relatives. 


With practically every Juror \vho 


vfa.s summoned present in court, the 
case of Ohio against Art Dover, one 
of the riot case.3, was called Monday 
morning before Judge E. M. Wick- 
ham of Delaware. 


There was a short 
delay 
while 


Judge Sevvard disposed of some cases 
assigned for Monday morning, while 
counsel for defendant confeired with 
their client 


At 9'30 the ca&e proceeded, when 
Ex-Pro?ecutor J R Fits-gibbon, one 
oi the attorneys for the defendant, 
presented the application of DOVCT 
for a change of venue on the ground 
that public sentiment would preveiu 
a lair and imnailial trial in Licking 
county. This application 
was sup- 


ported by the affidavits of eight or 
ten citizens of Newark, a half dozen 
being attorneys and the others being 
business men of the city. 


Air Fitzgibbon stated to the eoint 
that this case was similar to the Bol- 
ton cat,e, in which a change ot venu« 
was granted and uiged the court to 
pass favorably upon the application 


Prosecutor Smythe addressed 
the 
court and said that it was his conten- 
tion that a change of venue should 
not be granted meiely upon the opin- 
ion of persons, even though the opin- 
ion was in the form of an affidavit. 
That the fact of a prejudice or sen- 
timent against the defendant should 
be proven the bame as an application 
lor change of venue in any other ju- 
dicial pioceedings. 


The prosecutor held that the affi- 
davits stated no 
facts 
or 
encum- 
stances were given in the affidavits 
and cited authorities from law 
ie- 
ports and other legal le'erenee books 
to support his contention. 


Attorney 
Fitzgibbon, 
supposing 


the application ol the defendant, em- 
phasized the fact that the affidavits 
all contained the statement that the 
a Hi a 11 Us had been residents of Newark 
and Licking county a certain num- 
ber of years and that tiiry were ac- 
quainted with the sentiment and feel-

Dispatches from outside points in 
dicate that the storm was fairly wel 
distributed. St. Louis 
had heavy 


rains and all over Illinois there wer 
storms. At several points the wind 
assumed the proportions of a cyclone 
causing deaths and mucn destruction 
of property. 


Lightning also took its toll in sev 


el deaths at widely varying points 
Across the Indiana state line, .th. 
wind storm lowered the temperatur 
24 degrees in less than an hour. 


In Chicago the temperature sho: 


down from 94 to 65, bringing im< 
mense relief to the thousands 
who 


were wilting under the intense humic 
heat. Lightning struck and partial 
ly destroyed the great warehouse ol 
Farwell & Company, and did other 
minor damage about the city. 
The wind, which 
did so 
mud 
damage in the country, did not at 
tain dangerous force in this city 
Thousands of pleasure seekers were 
caught in the parks, in the country 
woods, on the lake, and badly soaked, 
but there is not much complaint be- 
cause of the general rejoicing at even 
temporary 
surcease of the torrid 


conditions. 


Twenty-seven 
thousand 
baseball 


fans sat through sporadic showers to 
witness the Sox-Cleveland game and 
even the players seemed 
to enjoy 


wallowing .in the mud 
and 
racing 
through torrents of rain. 


The break 
in the 
temperature, 


which had not been expected 
until 
some time last night, lifted a heavy 
load of responsibility and work from 
the shoulders of the municipal and 
other charity organizations,

have been at the limit of their

sources during the heated spell. 


Unusual care was used in forcing 


the tenement districts to clean 
up 
garbage and the 
heavy rains have 


served to make these congested dis- 
tricts habitable. 


So far as known there were no lake 
disasters, although hundreds were 
out in steamers and small boats when 
the storm 
.-.truck. However, there 


was sufficient warning for those any- 
where near harbor to make saftey be- 
fore tbe storm arose.

Ohio'* Debt to Marietta. 


As the time limit of the conditional 


gifts for the endowment fund of Ma- 
rietta College draws near, the inter- 
est and activity and anxiety are in- 
tensified in th» little city ia south- 
eastern Ohio. By June first th« Col- 
lege must pay its debts and secure 
the balance of $300,000 in cash or 
pledges in order to obtain the $60.000 
offered 
by the General Education 


Board and the $25,000 promised by. 
Mr. Carnegie. 


The education committee of the 


Board of Trade has taken hold of the 
matter and through a large and rep- 
resentative committee is endeavoring 
to secure $13.000 from the city in 
addition to- several large gifts already 
made 
by individuals. On Sunday, 


May 21, almost all the ministers of 
Marietta presented the matter from 
their pulpits, and again on last Sun- 
day further reference was made to it 
and pledges taken. The shortness of 
time now remaining ha* made the 
friends of the College anxious lest 
the enterprise fail, which would be a 
great disaster. So efforts aro re- 
doubled as June 1 approaches. Rep- 
resentatives of the College are also 
soliciting funds in other places, nota- 
bly New York and Chicago. 


Ohio'* Debt to Marietta. 


The foundations of the State of 


Ohio, as indeed of all the states of 
the Northwest Territory, were 'aid at 
Marietta in 1788. President Taft has 
said "The movement to settle Mari- 
etta and Ohio by the Ohio Company 
was at the same time the cause and 
effect of the adoption of the greatest 
instrument of fundamental law, ex- 
cept the Constitution of the United 
States, which has ever been enacted 
by man. It is quite clear that but for 
the energy of Dr. Manasseh Cutler 
and his associates, the Ordinance of 
1787 
would not have been enacted, 


and even it enacted, might not have 
contained some of the provision" 
which give it its- chief elements of 
greatness." 


It was these same pioneers also 


who in 1797. by the founding of Mue- 
kingum Academy, began higher edu- 
cation In this state. Marietta College 
s an outgrowth* of that old Muskin- 
gum Academy, alhough it did not re- 
ceive its present College charter un- 
til 1S35. 
What Ohio owes to this 


early group can best be paid through 
this institution which minister* so
